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Athlete’s Foot 
A Summer Danger 


Athlete’s foot is the popular 
term for an annoying, itchy, foot 
condition that develops between 
the toes. It got this name be- 
cause athletes seemed especial- 
ly subject to the complaift. 

Evidently it’s a misnomer. A 
new study by a public health 
organization reports that con- 
trary to public belief, athletes 
don't get athlete’s foot any more 
than anyone else. It is not usual- 
ly picked up argund the swim- 
ming pool as commonly sup- 
posed. 

Athlete’s foot is more 
valent in summer. If you de- 
velop a case of athlete’s foot 
during the next few months it 
will probably be because you've 
been carrying the fungus cats- 
ing the infection on your feet 
for years. 

Most people pick up the bu¢ 


pre- 


‘as children, the report adds. It 


lies dormant just under the skin 
most of our dives, coming to life 
when the right condition turns 
up. When the environment is 
hot and moist, the fungus lauch- 
ea a full-scale itching attack — 
which is why athlete’s foot is so 
often a summertime problem 
The way, to avoid an outbreak 
is to keep your feet as dry and 
coal as possible Here's a preven- 


tion routine recommended by 
foot specialists: 
(1) Wash feet once or twice 


daily, and dry caréfully between 
the toes. It's best to use a corner 
of the towel as a. blotter. 

(2) Use a foot powder 
bathing to further absorb mo- 
sture, and sprinkle some powder 
in shoes and hosiery as we! 

(3) Shoes made of leather a 
recommended because the fib- 
rous structure permits air to cir» 
culate inside the shoe and evap- 
orate feot moisture rapidly.

(4) Never wear the sare 
shoes two days in a row.— give 


them a chance to air out. If your 
feet perspire excessively, wear 
white socks, since the dye in 
colored socks may act as an ad- 
ditional) skin irritant. 

(5) Avoid wearing running 
shoes for long periods. Perspira-

When the Joneses christened 
their daughter Noel they 
thought there was no mistaking 
her sex ... but one@reaching 
womanhood Noel found that the 


~~ Income-tax authorities deemed 


her to be a man, so she invented 
a wife and two children. 

By employing her imaginary 
wife in her business, Noel even 
elaimed the wife's earned -in- 
come allowance and expenses — 
but she came to grief when she 
invented anon-existent mother- 
Wn-law as dependent relative. 

Noel was just on of the 18,000 
tax-dodgers' unmasked last year 
in a drive that has reaped a 
weeful £25,000,000 for the Ex- 
ehequer. Every year the war 
egainst tax evasion is growing 
tougher -— and the dodges 
dreamed up by cheats grow 
tore fantastic. 

A £7-a-week Bristol railway- 
man claimed relief for a wife 
and family that grew year by 

ear until he had four children. 

en he mixed up the dates of 
his childreri’s birthdays and the 
income-tax men grew suspi- 
eious. In reality; he was a 
bachelor. He went to jail. 

A achoolteacher claimed re- 
Het tor her widowed mother — 
and was still claiming nine 
years after her mother’s death. 
A Yorkshire tractor - driver 
elaimed for twins when his first 
ehild was born. He was caught 
after seven years. Taking this 
trick to excess, however, two 
wily brothers. conveniently in- 
vented a child whenever they 
had an increase of income. 

When questioned by the tax, 
inspectors, they even produced 
forged Irish baptismal certifi- 
eates to prove it. They ended 
up at the Old Bailey. 

Then there was the spinster 
who listed her two pet cats as 
her children and the bachelor 
who listed as bad debts the 
gifts he gave chorus girls. Still 
more ingenious was the man 
who went from job to job and 
defrauded employers by forging 
tax adjustment forms. The 
forms purported to show that

. Commented a magistrate, 
“This is the first case I've heard 
@f somebody making a profit out 
of income tax!” 
or the harsh truth remains 
dodgers pay up — usually 
plus fines — sooner or later. On 
one occasion, a tax detective no- 
ticed an advertisement of an 
auction sale of jewellery and 
thought it might be worth while 
to watch who bought what. 
Most of the buyers proved to 
be professional jewellers. But a 
business man who spent £1,300 
on a necklace promptly had his 


_or brakes of their aircraft be 


accounts examined to see if his 
reported income indicated such 
lavish spending power. 

The investigation showed not 
only that he was trying to fool 
the revenue but that he was 
keeping two homes. He readily 
paid up, with penalties, rather 
than risk a court case. The tax 
authorities knew, however, that 
his wife had discovered his in- 
fiedlity when she reported him 
for tax-dodging ...a_ few 
months too late. 

When the owner of a small 
garage had £4,000 in notes 
stolen from his safe, tax officials 
pounced — and asked how he 
had come to accu ulate. such 
a sum when his eafnings were 
given as only £800. In addition 
to losing £4,000, he had to pay 
£1,500!

Putting The Bees 
Out of Business 


ra “{ ‘ 
Some time ago, George Van 


Yahres, a tree surgeon, faced a - 


neat surgical problem: how to 
restore unsightly and destruc- 
tive cavities that appeared in the 
trunks of trees when they lacked 
certain vitamins. | 

It was fairly simple to restore 
the arboreal vitamin counts but 
plugging the holes was another 
matter. Van Yahres tried filling 
them with cement but it cracked 
each time and the holes wouldn’t 
seal. ‘ 

Eventually he arrived at the 
solution: he fitted rubber blocks 
across the cavity, bored a hole 
from one side and pumped in 
melted parajn wax, The hot wax 
filled the cavity and killed any 
organisms present. The bark 
grew over. the rubber. 

While the paraffin wax injec- 
tion may have surprised the 
trees, it certainly didn’t surprise 
paraffin, This unassuming ma- 
terial, a by-product in the refin- 
ing of lubricating oils is one of 
the most versatile of all petro- 
leum products and lis accustomed 
to turning up in odd situations. 

Its use range from making 
milk cartons leakproof and stop- 
ping radio-active neutrons to 
lining beer barrels. You can even 
bathe a sore elbow in it. 

Physiotherapists have long 
been using wax baths to produce 
a moist heat for treating the 
hands, feet, knees, elbows or 
shoulders of arthritic or fracture 
cases. A little mineral oil is 
added t6 lower the temperature 
of the molton wax to about 125 
degrees. The patient, for ex- 
ample, dips his elbow about 12 
times to build up a good coat- 
ing; then it is wrapped in paper 
and towel for 30 minutes to 
keep in the heat. In the case 
of arthritis this therapy seems 
to loosen. the joints, help blood 
circulation and relieve pain. 

Wax even played a role in an 
attempt to determine the :e« of 
unborn children. Paraffin was is 
useful medically because it is 
chemically neutral—indeed, “par- 
affin” is a French derivative of 
the Latin parum (meaning “lit- 
tle’) and affinis (meaning (af- 
finity”). For this sex determin- 
ation scheme, the pregnant pa- 
tient bit on a chunk of wax, thus 
producing a sample of saliva. 
This was analyzed for the pres- 
ence or absence of certain hor- 
mones, which were supposed to 


indicate the sex of. the coming 
child. 

Just who first separated wax 
from crude oil is hard to estab- 
lish. It was probably the Scots- 
man. Dr. James Young. In 1847, 


rose-s ed 


iA center cf his 
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Young found petroleum, in the 
form of oil shale, in, Derbyshire, 
England. In 1850 he patented his 
methods of recovering heavy 
4ybricating oils and paraffin. By 
1854, paraffin was being used by 
candlemakers, Large-scale com- 
mercial production, however, had 
to wait until 1880, and the in- 
troduction of horizontal filter 
presses. Before this, the refiner 
put chilled waxy oil in a bag 
and squeezed it in a hydgaulic 
press to get the oil out; a ted- 
ious and rather messy business. 

Wax has always been highly 
useful to human beings. In fact 
there are so many applications 
that it’s difficult to understand 
how the bees kept up with the 
demand before paraffin wax was 
developed. The Egyptians often 
buried waxen images of their 
gods glong with a dead Egyp- 
tian. The Greeks gave their kid- 
dies wax dolls, while the Rom- 
ans—in the upper tax brackets 
—preserved wax masks of their 
ancestors. 

In the Middle Ages, the mem- 
ory of departed monarchs and 
other notables was kept alive by 
treasuring their wax masks. It 
may have been about this time 
that the practice began of mak- 
ing a wax mask or doll of an 
enemy and sticking pins in it. 
This was not uncommon strategy 
until about the end. of the 17th 
century and still survives in 
more primitive regions. In Spain, 
remarkable work was done in 
producing wax figures of saints, 
skillfully colored. 

A method of metal casting 
favered by Benvenuto Cellini, 
the 16th century Italian sculptor, 
came back into prominence dur- 
ing World War Il for making 
precision parts for bombsights, 
jet engines and orthopedic ap- 
pliances. This is the “lost wax” 
process in which a wax pattern 
of the finished product is made 
and then invested with plaster. 
When the plaster has hardened, 
the wax is melted by heat, 
escapes through one or more 
tiny openings in the mold, 
through which molten metal is 
then poured. When the metal 
has solidified, the plaster is 
broken away, leaving the article 
finished except for the removal 
of the metal formed in the 
“sprue”, or pouring aperture. 
method calls for a new 
plaster casing for every casting, 
but is very accurate, The wax 
used is normally a mixture of 
paraffin plus. carnuba and other 
vegetable waxes. 

One of the oldest users O01 wax 
is, of course, the candilemaker. 
He has changed a lot since the 
13th century, when members of 
a guild of travelling candlemak- 
ers went from house to house 
making “tallow dips’: Now ‘con- 
tinuous molding machines can 
turn out 1,500 candles an hour, 
‘and the wick comes off a reel. 
Besides the plain (or power- 
failure) candle, you can buy 
heart-shaped candles, U-shaped 
candles that burn at béth ends, 
candles that look like beer mugs, 
apples or pears. 

As an insulating material, par- 
affin wax is widely used in the 
manufacture of electric condens- 
ers. Other Ingredients may be 
added, for there micro-or- 
yanisms which paraffin- 
mpregnated material Indeed, 
there is one bug. known as Pen- 
icillium glaucum, which can ac- 
tually paraffin as its sole 
Since paraffin 
chemically, .it must 
be a fairly tricky problem to 
digest it, and would undoubtedly 
be impossible for anything ex- 
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cept Penicillium glaucom

A few hens, on 
free range. supply the house 
with eggs. Occasionally a hen 


lays away and comes out with 
a clutch of fluffy chicks. It 
seems like an idea] set-up — a 
type of farming, if you can call 
it that, that is just a way of 
living. But then you come to 
the house ... no hydro, no la- 
bour-saving devices, a lovely 
garden and all kinds of house- 
plants but at night just a coal- 
oil lamp to lighten the darkness 
— to sav nothing of outdoor 
plumbing. 


No, I just couldn’t take it. In 
this day and age that is pastoral 
living carried to extremes. It 
seems to me people past middle 
life need the amenities of mod- 
ern living even though. they 
bury themselves in the woods. 

However, the foregoing are 
just imaginary problems. The 
difficulties we have to deal with 
today are real... but very! 

Last week Partner sold all the 
milking cows to one buyer. The 
trucker was to pick them up 


first thing this morning. It is 


now mid-morning and he still 
hasn’t arrived — and we have 
two men waiting to help load. 
However, we just got a phone 
call to say he would be here 
right after dinner. So here we 
are, just on edge, waiting around 
until the truck comes — while 
the cows wait patiently down 
in their stalls, little knowing this 
is the last day they will spend 
in surroundings that have been 
familiar to them since calfhood. 
It is a very hot day, which 
doesn't make things easier. How- 
ever, we understand the truck is 
air-conditioned, padded and 
separated into several compart- 
ments with two men in charge 
who know how to deal with 
cattle. So maybe the cows will 
be cooler on the road then they 
would be in the pasture. In the 
meantime they are cool and 
comfortable in the staBle. At a 
time like this I can’t help think- 
ing of the difference between 
dealing with animate and inani- 
mate things. If we were selling 
a car or a piece of equipment it 
wouldn’t matter much when the 
buyers came for their purchase. 
But cows are creatures of flesh 
and blood so we naturally have 
some concern for their welfare. 
How anyone could feel other- 
wise I don’t know.

MOLDING BUTTER 


Mom's sister, Harriet, lived in: 


the bluegrass capital, Lexington, 
and visited us in’ the mountains 


once yearly, Aunt Harriet never , 


accepted our “way of living” 
always saying that so many 
chores performed by country 


families seemed to be a 
waste of time. 

“Ann.” she said to Mom more 
than once. “Butter is butter and 
will taste the same with or 
without molding and decorating 
All this time consumed. Isn’t it 
simply wasted?” 

“No,” Mom would answer 
rather firmly. “The family uses 
more butter if it’s decorated and 
presented more attractively” 


Molding butter did take time 
but it. was time -well spent. 
Wooden butter molds were con- 
sidered major kitchen tools. At 
our home Mom’s two molds oc- 
cupied prominent spots in the 
middle shelf of our cherry-wood 
dish cabinet (we call it a cup- 
board), alongside four beautiful 
hand-painted French porcelain 
plates of the church of Saint- 
Etienne-du-Mont. A quart 
pitcher of Mexican origin, with 
a small but distinct design on 
one side of the floating gardens 
of Cuernavaca, also had its regu- 
larular position on the shelf. 

Each miold when unassembled 
was in three pieces: the one or 
one-half pound circular wooden 
bowl; the pat with carved in- 
taglio design, that fitted snugly 
in the bowl and plunger that ran 
through a hole in the battom of 
the bowl and hooked firmly 
into the pat.

The first mold I remember was 
made from wood of a spice tree. 
Dad secured a nice round block 
from a large tree in the sturdy 
growth at the south end of the 
farm, The trees had keen there 
for many years, and I remember 
rather well that Kentucky card- 
inals loved to visit the grove, 
especially in late springs and 
early summers, when the scar- 
let berries were juiciest and 
tastiest. 


Even though Dad was versa- 
tile in his use of a blade, he 
nevertheless took the block to 
the county seat nine miles dis- 
tant, and had it shaped by a 
lathe at a wood-carving shop 
to a one-pound bow], 


The squat, somewhat bow- 
legged four-capped Foster Pine 
Grove cooking stove, that occu- 
pied a full corner of the kitchen, 
f@rnished its big oval-shaped 
oven as a kiln for drying the 
bowl. The damper was manipu- 
lated carefully so as to furnish 
the oven with smooth even heat 
so the wood could not dry too 
quickly and leave the bowl 
warned and misshapened 

When the bowl dried, Dad 
meticulously measured it for & 
pat He used his knife to whittle 
out a birch pat, testing it at in- 
tervals so as to make sure of 
it fitting the bowl] well For a 
plunger he used a emall piece 
of straight limb sharpened at 
one end to fit into a slit in the 
pat. At the opposite end of the 
plunger was a tiny knob for

For a design he chose a binded

University of Kentucky, bore 
out the fact that raising wheat 
was once practiced to a great 
extent by farmers in the moun 
tain counties. 

I have no memory of whether 
Mom knew why Dad chose the 
design but the wheat mold, be- 
came her favorite and she used 

The next mold, Dad made en- 
tirely by hand, / whittling and 
carving the three pieces from a 
‘chunk of sugar maple. # his 
spare time. The design he used 
on the pat was a simple four- 
cornered star, with streaks, de- 
noting brightness, runningfrom 
each tip. The star along with 
Daa’s initials stood out distinctly. 

Those who did not care to 
take the time to make butter 
molds, purchased manufactured 
ones at hardware stores Many 
times these molds poved unsatis- 
factory because they had been 
dried so quickly and to such a 
high degree that small crevices 
afid breaks distorted the wood 
and made it difficult to mold but- 
ter smoothly. Those who wanted 
to practice carving designs on 
these molds were definitely dis- 
appointed because the wood was 
stubborn’ and simply would not 
take a blade. I have one of these 
molds in my possession . today 
and the pat contains a deep one- 
half inch cut, which is evidence 
enough that someone, ‘perhaps 
it was Dad, attempted to trans- 
fer a design from memory to 
the wood and failed. , 

* * * 

At our house, Mom molded 
butter twice a week; on Tuesdays 
and Fridays. The family cows, 
with such poetic names as June 
Bell, Grand Duchy and Pretty 
Girl, provided milk from which 
butter was churned. 


A three-pound wooden bowl 
and a paddle, eight inches long, 
were used to prepare butter for 
the molding process. One hun- 
dred fast strokes of the wooden 
paddle through the butter were 
needed to “knock out” surplus 
milk. This was an operation that 
Mom performed. She always ad- 
monished us to -be quiet, while 
she counted the paddle strokes, 
Prior to the using, the molds 
were taken from their accus- 
tomed place and placed in cold 
water to soak for thirty minutes. 
The cold water kept butter from 
sticking. 

The freshly worked butter was 
lifted out of the bow], placed in 
the molds, smoothed and flatten- 
ed at the top, Butter was press- 
ed firmly down into the molds 
to obtain the best impression pos- 
sible of the decorations. After 
the butter settled and hardened,

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Thrilling Tales Of

High powered engines snarling 
in the distance above the seeth- 
hiss of rain, the fast-growing 
dots that were the leading cars 
bobbed towards the big double 
bend in the Grand Prix of Monte 
Carlo. The spectators craned 
forward: anxiously, seeing “the 
ugly spread of oil that a broken- 
down car had dumped on the 
treacherous track. > 

As the leader shot into the 
bend he slithered wildly,.out of 
control, and crashed into a smok- 
ing heap. The second ear fol- 
lowed suit... then the third, 
which took the grinding tear- 
ing impact of the next two. The 
sixth car was already on top 
of the corner.«dts driver, his foot 
hard down, was making no at- 
tempt to slow. 

Slamming his wheels from side 
to: side faster than the eye could 
follow he not only sent his sear- 
let Alfa Romeo thundering and 
sliding safely through the oul, 
but mirculoulsy missed the five 
wrecks that were piled up all 
around him. Those/ who saw it— 
the ‘year was 1935—vow there 
has never been such a display 
of racing skill and daring. But 
they'll also tell you that the 
driver was the greatest ever. 
The magnificent “Tl Maestro.” 
The Flying Mantuan. 

“Nobody who knows anything 
about it will argue the proposi- 
tion that ’Tazio Nuvolari was the 
greatest driver who ever held 
the wheel of an automobile,” 
writes Ken Purdy in “The Kings 
Of The Road’, an absorbing 
book about great cars and 
drivers. 

He was never smooth and im- 
perturbable like Caracciola and 
Louis Chiron and the other 
fabulously good drivers who 
came up against him. He yelled, 
shook his fist, bounced up and 
down, like a jack-in-the-box 
while he drove with one hand 
and beat on the side of the car 
with the other. But none of them 
could get ‘ardund corners like 
him. 


He broke all the rules. He \. 


would go into a corner straight 
and come out sliding—or power- 
slide the whole way through. He 
could corner without touching 
his brakes, using only gears and 
hrottle. He could skid a car 
Rech 6 curve at 150 m.p.h. 
with his front “wheels inches 
from the fence all the way 
round. 

Rorn in 1892, little Tazio Nu- 
volari first showed his contempt 
for danger as a boy when one 
of the early wood-and-wire 
planes crashed near his home in 
ihe tiny village of Castel d’Ario, 
in the province of Manua. He 
salvaged the wreck, rebuilt it, 
then hoisted it up to the roof, 
tied it to the chimney, and 
cranked the engine. 

When the prop was turning he 
eut the rope and took off. It was 
» dramatically shgrt flight — 
straight down — and little Tazio 
was picked up with a broken 
back, the first of seven major 
smash-ups he was to have. 

As ® young man he worked 
off his passion for speed on 
motorbikes. winning some 300 
races in Italy and abroad. Once 
at Monza he was in plaster on 
the day of a race, forbidden to 
sove for a month. But he made 
Fis friends carry hifn on to the 
track and strap him to his bike. 
He knew he could stay on ence 
he was moving. He did. And 
won ‘ 

In 1927 he won his first car 
race, and from then on domin- 
ated the tracks, the only driver 
io win every grand prix iw the 
calendar. In. 1933, a typical year, 
he entered fifteen races and won 
ten of them—ineluding the Mille 
Mielia and Le Man 

He was ruthless in his’ me 
fhods. One of hi

man in front. When he looked 
yound Nuvolari would slam his 
foot down and go thundering 
1 ¢ him. He even admitted to 
distractine another driver's at- 
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black céuntry roads with all his 
lights turned off. Then suddenly 
switched them on when he was 
within feet of Varzi, dazzling and 
blinding him as he went blast- 
ing past him to win by 500 
yards. 

One of his last races was the 
1950 Monte Pellegrino, when he 
was fifty-eight. He went into a 
skid and one of his tortured 
tyres spun in empty air over a 
precipice: but he fought for 
eontrol, got the car back, and 
then went on to win. 

Another time he had to quit 
a blazing car. He got his speed 
down to 100 m.p.h. Then jumped 

and within typ weeks was 
back at the wheel, Some drivers 
used to say that in a race against 
the devil they’d have bet on 
Nuvolari! 

He lived for racing. But the 
fumes that continually rasped 
his lungs finally finished him. 
His doctors told him he Avould 
have to stop driving. So he tied 
a cloth around his mouth and 
carried on. The great blow came 
when his entry in the 1953 Mille 
Miclia was rejected. He had 
nothing to live for then. He went 
home to his bed and died—some 
seay of.a broken heart.

The oil operation in Kuwait 
brings an enormous income to 
the United Kingdom as well as 
to the Sheikh, for the British 
Petroleum Company through its 
subsidiary, the Kuwait Oil Com- 
pany, has a half-share with an 
American partnership in the 
concession. As the British Gov- 
ernment is a large shareholder 
in the parent company, this 
means that the British taxpayer 
indirectly shares with the Sheikh’ 
in the oil wealth which spurts 
from his once barren sands.

For A Fine Finish . 
Veneer 


The cost of quality timber 
these days — oaks, walnut, ma- 
hogany and the like — is apt to 
make the handyman shudder if 
he wants to make anything 
larger than a glove-box! 


The results that he makes his 
articles with one of the soft and 
cheaper woods, then stains and 
polishes it. But somehow the 
finished job seems to have @ 
utility look about it. 


To obtain a “quality” look the 
answer is to veneer. 


The tools needed are simple 
enough: a very sharp cutting 
knife (a cobbler’s knife is ideal), 
a straight-edge, and a veneering 
hammer. The latter can 
easily be made at home and 
consists of a block of wood fit- 
ted with 1/16 in. metal strip 
protruding from one edge, and 
with a handle fitted to the block 
to facilitate ease in handling. In 
addition you'll need a flat-iron, 
a piece of soft cloth, and the 
glue-pot. 

See that’ the surface to be 
veneered is perfectly flat and 
free from buckles and twists. 
Then score the surface lightly 
with a medium grade sandpaper, 
sufficient to afford a better grip 
for the glue. 


After the veneer has been cut 
to size — allowing a slight over- 
lap all round, which can later 
be trimmed off flush — apply 
glue, thinly and evenly, to both 
board and veneer. 

Fit the veneer in position and, 
working from the centre out- 
wards, press firmly on it with 
the .ball of the hand to ease out 
any air bubbles that may have 
been trapped in the glue. 

Wring the cloth out in a bowl 
of warm water, and moisten, not 
soak, the veneer, With a warm 
iron, go over the surface of the 
veneer with a gentle but firm 
pressure. This will bring out 
most of the surplus glue, which 
can be wiped off with a piece of 
cotton waste. But don’t spend 
too much time on this pressing. 


Again working from the cen- 
tre outwards, grasp the handle 
of the veneering hammer with 
one hand and apply pressure te 
the block with the other, mov- 
ing the blade in a series of zig- 
zagging movements down the 
grain of the veneer, ultimately 
working to the outside edges. 
(Don’t put all you've got inte 
this or thé* veneer will be mark- 

) The hammer squeezes out 
the remainder of unWanted glue, 
and brings the two surfaces 
firmly together. 

If elam 
them; give the glue suffi- 
elent time to set and harden off 
before cleaning up. 

A point to bear in mind is 
that as inexepensive woods are 
soft and consequently very 
porous, some form of filler is de- 
sirable before applying glue, 
otherwise the timber will ab- 
sorb it like blotting paper. A 
coat of size is all that is neces- 
sary to overcome this.

Nearly ninety years later 


scholars and scientists are still 
probing the hidden love story 
of Charles Dickens and Ellen 
Ternan, When. Charles Dickens 
died, his relatives hastily snip- 
ped tell-tale sentences out of his 
letters. Whole passages were 
censored and mutilated by being 
over-scored with heavy black 
ink. 

But to-day the blacked-out let- 
ters have yielded their secrets 
at last to the revealing eye of 
the infra-red camera. 

In the year 1858 Charles Dick- 
ens was at the height of his 
amazing Tame, His latest novel 
was selling an esimated quarter- 
million copies mm weekly parts 
and he had only to spend a day 
or two writing a short story to 
earn $15,000-—equivalent of to- 
day’s $3,000. 

When he began his famous 
readings so many people jam- 
med the theatre that they.smash- 
ed all the glass in the pay-boxes. 
When petals fell from his but- 
tonhole,. women madly scram- 
bled to collect them for keep- 
sakes, 

Queen Victoria herself attend- 
ed his theatrical performances— 
and swallowed a snub when he 
refused to, see her between the 
acts jn his farce costume, Never 
before, never since, has Eng- 
land so idolized a public favour- 
it Yet all this was jeopardized 
when he fell in love with Ellen 
Ternan. 

Outspoken critic of social 
abuses, Dickens headed the stern 
horality of the Victorian era. He 
was a married man of twenty- 
two Years’ standing and the 
father of ten children. What a 
fierce outcry would have. en- 
gulfed his career if it had been 
known that he had tost his heart 
to a slip of a girl’ 


Dickens was then forty-six, 
truly the dangerous age. At first 
he was merely charmed. and 
amused ky the young actress's 
innocent tears at “having to 
show so much jeg” Watching her 
o nthe stage, he felt the swav 
of her glamorous and intelligent 
personality. Sut. svithin a few 
months there «ame en irrestible 
opnortunity 

Sacting the new play, “The 
Frozen Deen.”

Dickens thought of himself as 
giving a shining and sanctifed 
—~@evotion .. and he imagined 
Ellen as a far-off princess on an 
unscaleable mountain But this 
swirling romance came to earth 
- with a bursp : 

He purchased a bracelet for 
Ellen and the jeweller sent it to 
Dickens’s wife in error, Inevit- 
ably, the incident flared ‘into_a 
scene and Dickens responded to 
his wife’s anger with demoniac 
fury. 

Nothing would suit him but 
that his wife should call on Ellen 
and thus, despite ‘her bitter sus- 
picions, demonstrate her belief 
in the young octress’s innocence, 
Kate Dickens wept but yielded. 
But the way Dickens’s mind was 
wotking was demonstrated by a 
momentous decision. He ordered 
his bed to be moved into the 
dressing-room alongside his 
wife’s bedroom and called-in a 
carpenter to block up the inter- 
yening door. 

Nor was this enough. At two 
o’clock one morning, in his tor- 
ment of heart, he rose, dressed 
and tramped all the thirty miles 
to his summer home at Gad’s 
Hill, fleeing from his marriage, 
from his wife and her relatives, 
from the shadowing past. 

At all costs he knew he had 
to readjust his life. “My father 
was like a madman,”. said his 
daughter, long afterwards. “He 
did not care what happened to 
any of us.” No matter what the 
price, Dickens felt that his world 
was lost for love, 

The first immediate catastro 
phe was his separation from his 
wife, The second disaster came 
when one of Charles’s personal 
letters was published in a New 
York newspaper 

“Two wicked people,” he had 
written, “have coupled with the 
separation the name of a young 
lady. Upon my honour, there is 
not on this earth a more virtuous 
and spotiess creature. iy 

Now the world shook with ru- 
mour. It was whispered that the 
author of “David Copperfield” 
had eloped to Boulogne. Millions 
of worshipping readers felt in- 
dignantly that their idol had feet 
of clay. For a time his career 
teetered on ruin 

But the truth was hushed up. 


And the truth has been told 
since then by Dickens’s own 
daughter: “The pretty actress

The Channel Cat "Old Whiskerface” 


The nxime catfish, to distort a 
phrase, covers a mutitude of fins. 
There are actually more than 
1,000 species in the catfish family, 
both fresh and salt water! 


So far as the sport fisherman 
is concerned, however, “Old 
Whiskerface” can best be repre- 
sented by the scrappy channel 
catfish. Though most everyone 
agrees all catfish are homely at 
best, the channel catfish comes 
closest to being the Liberace of 
the outfit. Although it can’t play 
a piano, the chanel catfish is quite 
adept at fiddling with its whls- 
kers! In fact, it is widely known 
as “fiddler” 

And while on the subject, when 
fiddling with © channel catfish, 
wafch those nasty barbs on the 
dorsal and ventral fins. As the 
eatfish squirms in your grasp, 
these needle-pointed spines can 
inflict a painful wound. Until you 
become expert at handling a cat- 
fish, hold it with a pair of pliers, 
gripping its lower jaw while 
working out the hook. 


Despite its menacing barbs and 
homely appearance, the channel 
catfish rates tops in flavor and 
high as a sport fish If you would 
catch more of these fine fish 
here are some facts worth know- 
Mees 

Biological Facts -- Many good 
eatches of channel catfish are 
made below dams in the spring. 
It is at this time of year these 
fish start their spawning runs, 
upstream, ‘and swift water is their 
idea of a honeymoon site. The 


“young hatch out in about one 


week and grow to approximately 
4 inches by the first. summer’s 
end. Throughout their lives, 
channel catfish prefer cleaner, 


‘ swifter water than other cat- 


fishes. 

Identification — Small channe! 
catfish are very light in color, 
some so transparent that blood

older the color changes to sil- 
very slate gray, with irregular 
spots on the body. Tail is forked 
head .{s comparatively small, 
there are no scales, back is slight- 
ly humped and barbels (whis- 
kers) are quite long. 

Range —- These fish are found 
throughout the Mississippi Val- 
ley, particularly through — the 
Great Lakes area and adjacent 
waters. Also, from southern 
Canada, across to Minnesota, 
south into Texas, and through the 


World Record—Although many 
channel catfish experts will cock 
an eyebrow at this one, the offi- 
cig] world record is 55 pounds, 
taken by Roy Groves in the 
James River, South Dakota, in 
May, 1949. There is dne record 
which should endure for al] time! 

Natural Foods—The diet of this 
fish 4s amazing—wogms, clams, 


insect larvae, rayfish; fish 
spawn, dead fish, pond weeds, 
algae, frogs, minnows, insects 


and refuse of various sorts! 
Suitable Tackle -~. Probably 
no fish is taken with a greater 
variety ‘of tackle and by more 
unusual methods. Ordinarily. a

Work on the new breed started 
as a result of recornmmendation 
by a committee appointed by the

problems. 

After investigating the work 
then in progress in Canada and 
visiting several leading swine 
research stations in the United 
States, the committee recom- 
mended extension of research 
and the improvement of the Ca- 
naidian Yorkshire, and urg 
development of a white bacon 
breed, with no Yorkshire blood 
suitable for 
crossbreeding with the York- 
shire. The latter approach was 
suggested as an effort ‘towards 
utilizing hybrid vigor which has 
been demonstrated “in many 
crosses between breeds differing 
in genetic background.

Through the development of 
the breed it has been compared 
under identical conditions with 
a high quality strain of inbred 
Yorkshires developed at La- 
combe. In 1953 the comparative 
testing of the Yorkshires and 
the crossbreds ef the two breeds 
was extended to the Experimen- 
tal Station at Scott, Sask. In 
1964 the test was extended 
further by establishing a unit 
of the new breed at the Exper!- 
mental Farm at Indian Head, 
Sask. ’ i . 

From an analysis of the tests 
made at all three stations, the 
present evaluation ofthe breed 
is summarized by J. G. Stothart 
and Dr. H. T Freedeen of the 
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Animal Husbandry Division at 
the Lacombe Station, who have 
done most ofthe work on the

Cultivation of the garden, eyen 
a large one, need not and should 
not be a back breaking chore 
tt is amazing how ‘much easier 
and quicker the job is done with 
tools that have long handles. Of 
course, far getting in close to 
tiny flowers or vegetables, for 
weeding and a few other deli- 
cate jobs, it may be necessary te 
get down on knees or knee pads 
but with a little care a great 
deal of the ordinary cultivating 
and planting jobs can be hand- 
ied with a minimum of stoop 
ing. Spades, forks, dutch hoes, 
spudders and many of the hand 
cultivators, can be purchased 
with good iong handles which’ 
permit opetation without any 
personal bending at all Ait of 
these. and other toois to, in 
cluding the lawn mower, shquld 
be remembered will work easier 
‘and faster if their cutting edres 
are kept sharp and any moving 
parts remulariy oiled 
KEEP PLANTING 
Too much emphasis cannot be 
taid on spinning out the plant- 
ing. It is much better to plant 
a little every week for a month 
or so than to try and get every- 
thing in at once. There is ne 
good reason why most vere 
tables and a lot Of flowers can 
not be planted for many weeks 
vet and this gradual planting 
will produce far more. satisfac 
tory results than sowing or set- 
ting out all at once. The vege- 
table garden particulanyy, should 
be planted gradually with only 
a portion of the carrots, beets, 
beans, corn, etc., sown at one 
time 
In the flower line, experienced 
gardeners will sow such things 
as zinnias, petunias, asters, cos- 
mos and other annuals in little 
plots here and there in the flow: 
er garden. When. these come up 
.they will leave only a few plants 
in. the original position ‘and 
transplant the ‘surplus to other 
parts of the garden. ' Handled 
carefully, these transplants »will 
come along almost as, quickly 
as those left untouched and ripe 
a Jarge garden can be plantedsat 
. trivial cost. a 
NOT TOO DEEP 
Almost everyone is inclined te 
plant far too deeply. With tiny 
seed such as that of lettuce, car- 
rots, cosmos, zinnias, poppies, 
and alyssum, which are not, much 
larger than the head of a pin or 
shingle nail, it is not necessary to 
cover at all. We sow these in the 
finest soil and merely press in. 
Then, if possible we keep the 
soil dampened until germination 
starts. With larger seeds such om 
nasturtiums, peas, 
corn, one should cover lightly, 
say a quarter to half inch. With 
. bulbs or corms of gladiolus, dah- 
lias, or potatoes; one plants four 
to eight inches deep.

Although this saw, has come 
down from an earlier day—what 
was considered a huge ship then 
would now be thought a small 
craft — it holds true with the 
leviathans plying the-sea today. 

This fact is emphasized by the 
Cunard Steamship Company’s 
recent installation of an anti- 
rolling. device in its 83,673-ton 
liner Queen Elizabeth. 


_ The roll ot a ship is the re- 
sult of a complex mixture of 
impulses, of which two are of 
particular importance, These are 
the period of rol) of the ship 
and the frequency of the wave 
motion, * 

Every class of ship has an in- 
herent period of roll, For a com- 
plete oscillation the time of a 
roll ranges from: 8 to 10 seconds 
for merchant vesstls to approxi- 
mately 5 seconds for destroyers. 

Wave periods vary greatly de- 
pending on the height of waves 
and the rapidity of their onward 
movement. And the effect of any 
particular sequence of waves on 
a ship depends on the angle at 
which they strike the vessel's 
hull. The eftect can also be 
varied by changes of course or 
speed of the ship. 

The effect of waver on a ship 
can be likened ‘to impulses given 
to child’s swing. We all know 
how easy it is to make a swing 
go higher and higher when .little 
fillips are applied at just the 
right period of the swing’s sway. 

When the period of roll and 
the impinging waves synchro- 
mize, the angle of roll becomes 
increasingly great, and the ship 
hight eventually roll over were 
it not that friction from the ves- 
sel's side going through the 
water dampens out the roll. Also

with. moderat: rolling, is noisy 
and uses valuable space. For 
these reasons it has not come into 
extensive use. 


According ‘to accounts, a group 
of Stanford University techni- 
cians is now working on an anti- 
roll device in which water is 
transferred between tanks on 
either side of a ship by pumps 
controlled by an instrument call- 
ed “angular accelerometer.” This 
scheme may reduce the noisy 
rush of water inherent in the 
Frahm tank method, but it in- 
volves the use of internal space 
in a ship which can be otherwise 
profitably utilized. 


Rotor Device Installed 


A more generally known anti- 
roll device is a gyroscopic con- 
trivance that has been installed 
in various ships. This scheme 
checks rolling by using the re- 
sistance that a heavy, rapidly 
spinning motor exerts against 
being moved out of its plane of 
rotation. 

Such an installation was tried 
in U.SS. Henderson about 40 
years go. It haa two heavy rotors 
revolving in opposite ‘directions 
to eliminate torque, and gave 
fair results. However, it weigh- 
ed around 200 tons, took up con- 
siderable space, and required 
constant attention, It had the fur- 
ther disadvantage of possibly set- 
ting up malfunctions which 
could tend to roll the ship over. 


The installation was removed 
from the ship during World 
War IL.

What Communism does to 
lands and people under | its 
domination is best illustrated by 
recent reports from Germany. 

The renewed and aggravated 
encirclement and isolation of the 
Western sectors of Berlin by 
the surrounding Soviet domina- 
ted parts of Germany is reach- 
ing a point where the aim ap- 
pears to be to seal off Free 
Berlin. hermetically under the 
slogan “a defensive ring around 
Berlin”. The plans now adopted 


foresee an expansion of the 


area around Berlin that serves 
as a “control belt” with particu- 
lar regard to supervision sepa+ 
rately of general travel in and 
out of Berlin and of commuter 
services. 


The local puppet authorities 
had more extensive plans asso- 
ciated with the introduction of 
conscription in West Germany 
and timed to coincide with that 
operation. These plans aired at 
something like a new Berlin 
blockade. It appears, however, 
that the supreme masters of 
these authorities, the Soviets 
themselves, were not prepared 
at this moment to allow mea- 
sures that might not be capable 
of political “localization” and, 
hence, might get-out of control. 

Hunger in Soviet Zone 

Ten years after the collapse 
of the Nazi regime and the mili- 
tary triumph of the Allies the 
population of the Soviet occu- 
pied zone of. Germany and of 
the East sector of Berlin are 
associating the blessings of 
spring with the menace of hung- 
er and starvation because of the 
failure of the agricultural and 
economic policies of the Soviet 
dominated local regime. Spring- 
time once again brings out 
long queues of ill-nourished 
and ill-clad subjects waiting pa- 
tiently before the various food 
outlets of the regime for what 
fraction of established rations 
existing supplies may vouchsafe 
them. 


The butter ration is no longer 
available not even in the privi- 
leged HO shops and at a raised 
price corresponding to $2.30 per 
pound. One third of the estab- 
lished monthly ration of fats is 
supposed to be allowable in but- 
ter but is not forthcoming. 

The sugar situation is similar. 
Sugar is not on sale even at 
free market prices and the ra- 
tions are not provided. It is 
difficult for the normal con- 
sumer to find sources for the 
meat and sausage ration. There 
is a shortage of bread and the 
authorities are preparing to in- 
troduce a one-type loaf of 
bread in order to master the 
situation.

With The C.W.£.C. In Britain 
To visit England and Scotland 
after thirty-six years in Canada 
is a thrill that can hardly be 
described. However, I will try 
to give you a few of the high- 
lights of our trip week by week. 
We are a group of seventy-two 
press women from right across 
Canada, strictly “a hen party”! 
By various means: of travel- 
ling we assembled in Montreal 
on Tuesday, June 14. At 530 


* p.m. we went by bus to Dorval
